UNDER THE ICE. 


Sympathetic and Well-Posted Writer 
Tells of Plants, Animals and 
Fishes That Thrive There. 


against the threatenings of encroach- 
ing winter the lifé that has remained 
concealed through the more open days 
awakens to a new activtiy. The new 
ice is clear and honest, and will sound 
abundant warnings before giving way 
—quite unlike the thick, deceptive, 
spongy ice of spring, that breaks when 
it seems most firm. The first coat- 
ing will crack noisily and bend om- 
inously, and echo a warning with al- 
most a musical cadence, writes 8. T. 
Wood in The Globe. Sometimes where 
a mgre verituresome step makes a 
deeper indentation the water oozes 
up to protest against the dangerous 
liberties that have been taken. The 
fascination of the smooth, undulat- 
ing, and cracking surface is soon lost 
in contemplating the beauties of a 
dim and indistinct landscape in the 
translucent medium beneath. A close 
concentrated gaze brings out a varied 
panorama that the darkness is striv- 
ing to hide. The long, jointed, and 
tufted stems of the white buttercup 
hang in the water with a profusion 
suggesting tropical vegetation. These 
aquatic growths, that send up from 
the marshy surface in’ summer ridi- 
culously small stems bearing white 
insignificant flowers, are now the 
trailing and entangled features of a 
scene where the rich greens turn to 
black as the shadows deepen into the 
perpetual night of the deep, weedy 
bottom. The floating roots of the blad- 
derwort that send up their stems of 
yellow flowers in summer help to 
make the crowding vegetation more 
dense, and there are a few twining 
-and circling stems of the waterlilies 
to give distinction and character to 
the submerged landscape. 

The still weeds are pushed aside 
by a slender, cruel-jawed pike, who 
pauses a moment with leisurely un- 
dulating gills and moves stiffly away 
on his destructive mission. There is 
life in the lower depths where the 
weeds slowly move and a form like a 
mudcat is barely distinguishable for 
a@ moment in the surrounding black 
water. A shoal of mud-minnows 
scatter with nervous haste, and down 
in the middle depth some small, non- 
descript fish seem almost transparent 
in the dim light as they dart rest- 
lessly here and there. A small sun- 
fish, proud of his bright colors, passes 
so close that his spiny fin seems al- 
most ta touch the ice. As he glides 
out of sight there is a commotion 
among the hanging weeds, and the 
long, dark form of a muskrat moves 
past with his back flattened against 
the under surface of the glassy cov- 
ering. He is trailing some bright 
green herbage from his mouth, and 
is in haste to reach one of the neigh- 
boring houses and enjoy a meal. He 
can do almost anything under the 
water. Ewen breathing is not impos- 
sible, for he will exhale a spreading 
bubble of air, give it time to absorb 
a supply of oxygen from the water, 
breathe it in again and continue his 
journey. But he cannot eat under 
water, and so must rise in one of the 
ice-lined houses built during the com- 
fortable summer night Away he 
goes through the branching and en- 
tangled weeds, more black than the 
water through which he moves, a 
great hurrying disturber of the silent 
life in the imprisoned landscape.

Wit and Man of Letters Not to Know 
Bomething of Whom ts a Reflec- 
tion on One's Capacity fer Keep. 
Ing "Up With the Timee—Regarded 
as Genius by Some, as an Arrant 
Charlatan by Others. 


George Bernard Shaw is one of the 
most thoroughly exploited men of the 
day, and it is a reflection on one’s 
capacity for keeping up with the times 
not to hice something of him. One 
of the most interesting things about 
him is the method by which he has 
achieved so great notoriety in so short 
a time. 

Ot course there are various well au- 
thenticated ways of doing it. Homi- 
cide and the long and elaborate inter- 
mezzo between the act itself and ad- 
ministration of retributive justice af- 
ford a certain and rather popular 
means of securing publicity. Suicide 
is equally potent, but it has one capi- 
tal drawback—he who is most concern- 
ed is debarred from the ful] enjoy- 
ment of the bensation. Happily for 
the born egotist, there are abundant 
other less extreme resources. If he is 
clever enough, he is pretty likely to 
find a vehicle suitable to his purpose

Shaw has found that medium. By 
means of it he has attracted the at- 
tention of the English speaking 
world. There are those who believe 
him to be the nearest approach to 
genius of the time. There are others, 
plenty of them, who regard him as an 
arrant charlatan. Fortunately for Mr. 
Shaw both views are valuable, and 
almost equally so, in obtaining for 
him that which he seeks so palpably. 

Egotism has an unpleasant sound, 
but it really isn’t so always. It is only 
intolerable in the ignorant and vulgar. 
In the hands of the capable and clever 
it may be made thoroughly enjoyable 
and even profitable. The egotism of 
George Bernard Shaw is transcendent 
and all pervading, but it is never 
commonplace. It is the inspiration 
of a man possessed of a surfeit of 
cleverness and an unquenchable de- 
sire to exploit it. 

A few years ago, when Mr. Shaw 
was just beginning to attract atten- 
tion, it occurred to him that it would 
b? a novel thing to define himself pre- 
cisely as if the word ‘‘Shaw’’ were a 
common noun in its correct alpha- 
betical position in the dictionary. 
This was the outcome: ‘A bachelor, 
am Irishman, a vegetarian, an athe- 
ist, a teetotalet, a fanatic, a humor- 
ist, a fluent liar, a social democrat, a 
lecturer and debater, a lover of music, 
a fierce opponent of the present sta- 
tus of women and an insister on the 
serious in art.” 

It might have been a good defini- 
tion for Shaw as he understood. him- 
self at the time, but it would be wide 
ct the mark at present. It would have 
t» be expanded in some directions 
and curtailed in others. Bince then 
he has become a Benedict, a success 
ful playwright and a man of affairs, 
“the victim of a bank account,” as 
he esserts humorously. 

Shaw was born in Dublin 60 years 
ago He does not seem inclined tu 
speak of his early life except to deny 
alinost everything that has been said 
of it by others. He admits that he 
made up his mind at a very early 
age to earn his living by the pen and 
that nine years’ effort brought him 
about $30, most of it a prize for 4 
patent medicine advertisement At 
the age of 20 he conclaft that star 
vation in London was Be more tu be 
dreaded than the same fate at home 
and was likely to be less monotonous, 
po he migrated to English soil, his 
combined resources consisting of an 
‘oteh for scribbling that was incur 
able’ and ‘‘a capacity for abstinence 
that would have been a delight to 
Francis d’ Assisi.” 

He was at that time the author of 
no less than five novels, no one of 
which had @ver seen the light He 
took a humble lodging, his Irish plaus 
ibility enabling him to secure a week's 
credit, and proceeded to let loose the 
“torrent of ideas that was seething 
within ’’ Armed with a pocketful of 
sketches made a tour of the news 
paper otis without lodging a sheet. 
At one of them, however, he was giv 
en to understand that his work would 
receive consideration if the conditions 
were fulfilled 

The young Irishman took the hint 
and after making a study of the “pol- 
icy’ of the paper submitted another 
batch of sketches. One of them was 
acoepted, and the overjoyed author 
was the richer by a crown. It was 
the entering wedge, and it gave him 
a fuothold. In the oourse of time he 
found favor in other literary quarters 
aud established a “connection” which, 
precarious as it was, made living a 
possibility to one of his abstemious 
hubite 

Even at this early period of his 
career be was an ardent vegetarian 
aud had begun to indulge in little af- 
fectauions that served to mark him as 
an ‘original.’ Lo matters of dress he 
assumed the widest latitude That any

that they occasioned ‘him’ tio ‘worry, 
arid all of his effort could be directed 
toward the business of making him- 
self known. He was absolutely with- 
out any of the trivial vieés of men of 
his kind—tobaecco, he maintained, 
was Satan's most potent ally, and the 
use of flésh Was distinctively canni- 
balistic. 

He was an extreme Socialist. That 
enabled him to mount a box in Hyde 
Park on Sundays and holidays and 
harangue the crowd. His unkempt 
appearance and his extravagant lan- 
guage attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and the more the better—for 
George Bernard Shaw. He thus be 
oame an easy speaker and later on 
began to deliver lectures on a variety 
of subjects whenever and wherever 
he could secure a hearing. 

This was his life for 22 years. At 
the end of that period he really had 
little to show for all his effort. He 
had achieved a certain amount of 
popularity, no doubt, but it was of 
the kind that is least of all satisfy- 
ing to its owner. He had created a 
market for his literary wares and had 
become the mouthpiece of those who 
make it their crowning virtue to de- 
ery modern ways of doing. His apos- 
tolate was not of his own choosing, 
but waa composed of those of all 
classes who see no merit in things as 
they exist. Himself a man of wit and 
creative talent, he must have despis- 
ed the puny Iogic of those who pro- 
feased to be his disciples 

At the age of 42, and for the first 
time on record, Shaw lapsed into con- 
ventionality and was legally wedded 
to a woman who knew him and his 
ways and was prepared to cope with 
them. He had spent 20 years of his 
life in inveighing against matrimony 
as it is practiced by civilized man- 
kind, and the news of his Darby and 
Joan marriage came like a shock to 
those who had enrolled themselves 
as his followers. Dire consequences 
were predicted, but they have not 
come. On the contrary, there is every 
indication that marriage has dow 
great things for the eccentric and 
would be iconoclastic Irishman. The 
eight years of his married life have 
brought him greater prosperity than 
he had ever known, and domesticity 
has added greatly to his popularity. 
His literary output has not become 
markedly less erratic, but its market 
value has expanded immensely. 

The Shaws live at the top of a big 
old-fashioned house which stands only 
a few hundred yards from the bustl- 
ing Strand. The building dates back 
to the French revolution, and there 
is nothing modern looking about its 
exterior. 

Mrs. Shaw is a pleasant-faced mat- 
ron, with a constant and highly spe- 
cialized knack of bearing the burden 
of the conversation when her husband 
i: present. Shaw himseff is a tall, 
thin man, straight in body and quick 
of movement. He wears a red beard, 
straggling and flecked with white and 
has big and very white teeth, which 
are quite prominent. He is no longer 
conspicuously unconventional in his 
attire, but still retains certain pecul- 
jarities of dress.

It will prevent 
many a diseased cow, especially if she 
is a great milker. An air syringe is a 
necessity. The veterinary cannot al- 
ways protect you. You should be pre 
pared to treat sudden cases of milk fe- 
ver yourself. 

Treating Cowpox. 

Cowpox is but an eruptive fever 
which a solution of carbolic acid will 
reduce. Take ten parts of raw lin- 
seed o!l and with it mix one part car- 
bolic acid and you will have a germi- 
cide that js invaluable. The germ is in 
the end of the teat, where there are 
warmth and moisture. This will work 
up and finally destroy the udder. This 
can be warded off if taken in time. 
When your cow kicks at milking, don’t 
kick her, but put on your spectacles 
and look for a little blister in the end 
of the teat. That is the germ. Now 
put a little of the oil above the blister, 
and the germ cannot travel over it into 
the udder. It is the unseen things that 
are the dangerous things in this world. 
Always wash your hands before milk- 
ing, as the germ may be on them. 
When the garget germ once gets deeply 
seated and the teat hardened It is too 
late to cure. 

Use of Milk Tubes. 

Milk tubes are useful, but they should 
not be too long. If you insert a long 
tube Into the sensitive udder gla@hds it 
causes Injury. The tube should be dis- 
infected In boiling water before insert- 
ed into the teat. 

Carbolic acid is also good to destroy 
the abortion germs or at least prevent 
their multiplication—twenty-five drops 
in the feed continued for two or three 
weeks, and then drop a week or two 
and continue again. A little learning 
along these lines will save many a val- 
uable cow.—Dr. C. D. Smead, Logan, 
N.Y: 


Treat the Cow Kindly. 

A dairy gow is extremely sensitive to | 
extremes of cold or heat. To do her | 
best she must be kept comfortable. | 
Food, shelter and care are as essentiul | 
to her as to a babe. She can do with- 


out elther only at a loss of production. 
A variety of food, fresb air, sunlight. 
pure water not too cold and no undue 
excitement are requirements not to be 
neglected. Avoid yelling at or striking 
a cow. Do not allow dogs to chase 
them or even go about them, as their 
presence almost invariably excites 
them, and excitement must be avoided. 
Treat the dairy cow kindly. Then if 
she does not respond to such treatment 
she |s not the sort of cow to own.

The Bath Rug. 

The bath rug should be made of 
washable material, should be dally 
shaken and the floor, if of tile, wiped 
with a damp cloth. Wooden bathroom 
floors should be dusted with a long han- 
dled lamb’s wool brush, and especial 
pains should be taken to clean under 
and behind the fixtures, so as to re 
move every accumulation. 

That everything thus collected should 
be burned seems obvious, but long and 
rigorous training sometimes \s required 
to persuade the ignorant not to drop 
them down the flushes. Nothing is more 
provocative of plumbers’ bills than thia. 
Even bits of soap, although they seem 
harmless, have a tendency to collect | 
all other solid particles and cause an 
accumulation which it will cost to re 
move. The interior of the catch basin 
must be daily cleansed with a long han- 
dled stiff brush, slightly curved at the | 
end. This brush should be excellent of | 
its kind, else the bristles will fall. 

For cleaning the marble basin and | 
the bathtub and faucets strong soap- 
suds with ammonia or soda should be 
used now and then, but for the dally 
cleansing one of the quickest and best 
agents is gasoline. 

Moisten a small cloth with this, and 
@ quick rubbing will cause the streaks 
of greasy dirt to disappear as if by 
magic. All nickel is brightened at 
once by gasoline. There are objec. | 
tions to the odor, but fresh air from 
the windows, opened at the top and 
bottom, will remove this. 

For eafsty never do the cleansing 
when there is artificial light of any 
kind in the room. Use only a small 
bottle for holding it and bang this 
outside the bathroom window when 
not in use by a wire fastened to its 
neck for the purpose.

Bristol 
brick with soap is the best thing te 
use, Let the blade of the knife rest flat 
upon a board and rub the steel with a 
bit of soaped cloth dipped in the brick 
reduced to a powder. Some house 
keepers use a small potato for clean 
ing knives instead of a cloth.

To Grill on Closed Range.

IN FERTILE ANTICOSTI. 


Istand In the Gulf of St. Lewrenes 
Being Trarisformed Into Homes of 
Peace and Plenty. 


Nestli in the Gulf of St. 
rence, off the east coast vel 
of which provinee it is a part; lies the 
fertile island of Anticosti. The island 
is interesting because so little is _ 
erally known of it; and because 
many wrong impressions have tone 
abroad with reference to it. 
When, in December, 1895, H. Men- 
ier, the French chocolate king, pur- 
chased the island, many wild rumors 
were set afloat with regard to the al- 
leged purposes for which it had 
uired, says a Writer in the Mont 
real Standard. The most sensational 
of these was that a Canadian Monte 
Carlo was to be established there, and 
that the new proprietor of the elonga- 
ted piece of territory would have un- 
disputed sway over it, politically and 
otherwise, even greater than that en-/ 
oyed by Prince Monaco. over hia 
world-famed domain. The keen ima} 
gination of many American. writer 
was responsible for much circumstan- 
tial detail that was published in the 
United States, and, as stories lose 
nothing by repeating, some very ex- 
travagant fighta of fancy were in- 
dulged in. But what has happened 
since that time, and what ie still hap- 
pening, ‘is in kee ing with the on- 
ward march of industrial progress 
which the whole of Canada is mak- 


ing. 

"“Eintil a comparatively few years na 
what was known of Anticosti from t 
days of Champlain may be said to 
have been traditional rather than his- 
torical, for the very few references to 
it in the gld records and manuscripts 
are practically valueless to the histor- 
jan. 

Prior to the first treaty of Paris the 
St. Lawrence and all its Islands had 
been taken over by the victorious Eng- 
lish. But, owing to many complaints 
being made of depredations and out- 
rages being committed by the New 
Inclasiere on the Islan Anti- 
costi, the Magdalen Islands and on 
the Labrador coast, it became neces- 
sary to do something for the protec 
tion of the inhabitants. 

Headquarters of Squadron. 

Newfoundland being a naval com- 
mand, and headquarters of the North 
American squadron, was selected as 
the most convenient government to 
control the territory referred to and 
consequently Anticosti, the Magdalen 
Islands, and the Labrador coast were, 
on February 10, 1763, annexed to New- 
foundland. Sir Hugh Palliser was 
governor of Newfoundland at the time, 
and did his best under the existing 
circumstances, but Anticosti had no 
harbor, was almost wholly uninhabit- 
ed, and very little visi 

Later, complaints came from the 
American, Nova Scotian and Cana- 
dian colonists against the strict fish- 
ing regulations of Sir Hugh Palliser, 
and so, by the Quebec Act of 1774, 
Anticosti was returned to Canada. 

Traders and Eskimos continued to 
visit Anticosti on account of the valu- 
able salmon fisheries, but still the is- 
land was practically without inhabit- 
ants. Then, during a hundred years. 

ortions of the island were acquired 
by private individuals until it had 
practically all beén absorbed. In 1883 
there were a good many heirs, and in 
order to secure their individual shares 
they had the island sold by the sher- 
iff.

Formed Joint Stock Company. 

It was purchased by a Mr. Btock- 
well, who formed a joint stock com- 
pany, which was ¢alled ‘‘The Gover- 
nor and Company of the Island of 
Anticosti.” This, however, did not 
help matters so far as the ag 
ment of the island was concerned 
to this time no attempt was made to 


develop it, and although the new 
company predicted many improve- 
ments it accomplished practically 
nothing, and in 1888 the company 
went into liquidation. 

The liquidator, a Mr. Kendrick, 


sent out a representative from year to 
year to farm out such fishing rights 
as went with the ownership of the is- 
land, but this broveht in but scant 
revenue. In 1895 a Mr. Despecher ob- 
tained an option on the island. offered 
it for sale to Mr. Menier, and in De- 
cember of that vear. upon the favor- 
able report of Mr. Dujardin-Baumetz, 
an expert, the deed was passed. Mr 
Menier took possession the following 
spring

the Gulf in its primeval state of wild 
and rugged grandeur, is now bein

Canada's Indian Population. 

The Indian population of Canada at 
the end ef the last fiscal year amount 
ed to 109,394, a net increase of 1,757 
compared with the previous year. On- 
tario is set down as having an_ in- 
crease of 2,878, but this is largely ow- 
ing to gain by transfer of Indians for- 
merly shown in Keewatin and of In- 
dians hitherto not shown at all. The 
total number of births was 2,611 and 
of deaths 2,329, the net gain from 
natural increase being 182, or 91 less 
from the same source than a year ago. 
The income derived exclusively 
through the exertions of the Indians 
themselves has passed the five mil- 
lion mark and exceeded ti a of the 
previous year by over half a million 
dollars. The mortality, which was ra- 
ther heavy last year, is attributed in 
part to the mildness of the winter, 
which is a questionable benefit to a 

ople who have to struggle for ex- 
tote tence and are subject to pulmonary 
and more or less kindred diseases. 
The tendency to traffic in the sale of 
liquor to the Indians is noted in the 
annual report, and this warning is is- 
sued :—‘‘Indications have been observ- 
ed during the year that a salutary les- 
son taught those concerned in this 
traffic along the lower St. Lawrence a 
few years o is fast fading from 
memory, and apparently will Thave to 
be repeated before long. Among the 
somewhat kindred claas of Indians in- 
habiting the district immediately west 
of Lake Superior there is ground to 
fear that the traffic has been making 
headway, and lpg raked to the inter- 
national boundary line adds to the 
difficulty in repressing it.’ However, 
signs are not wanting in other direc- 
tions of success in combating the evil 


Forestry Education. 

Canadian newspapers and public 
men are beginning to preach forestry, 
but as yet we have not begun to & 
very much. In the United States con- 
siderable progress {8 being made, and 
the new forestry course at Yale has 
grown more rapidly than any other de- 
partment ever started. In calling at- 
tention to this, The Yale Alumni 
Weekly says: ‘‘In the historical ups 
and downs of other and older depart- 
ments of Yale the record, the work, 
and the prosperity of the Forest Schoo] 
call for especial attention. It has en- 
dowment funds of $200,000, with the 
lumbermen’s profeasorship funds of 
$150,000 in sight, and an annual in- 
come of about §20,000. Its courses 
of instruction alrmady number $1, in 
charge of 26 teachers, including lec 
turers; and its steadily waxing regis- 
tration of students now amounts to 
69 in the two regular classes, besides 
27 students in the nature of ‘specials’ 
In the regular Hsts of students one 


finds, besides Yale, some 28 univer- 
sities and colleges represented by 
graduates, two of those institutions 


foreign. In the departments of Yale, 
during her history, no branch has 
been able to show in so limited a time 
such a ratio of material growth.’ ‘
